A Chicken's DeTotlon. 


A correspondent of La Nature, a 


French scientific journal, relates that his 
young brother had made a pet of a 
chicken of the Houdan Tariety. Every 
morning in coming out of the house the 
young man brought with him a .handful 
of crumbs or of grain or of something 
else that chickens like, and little by lit- 
tle his Houdan pet acquired the habit of 
following him about the place. 


In a grove near the house there waa a 


bench. When the young man reached 
this bench he invariably seated himself, 
and the fowl, jumping up by his side, 
picked the food from his hand and was 
petted by being stroked on the head and 
back. 


This had gone on for quite a long time 


when the young man left home to go to 
college. For the first day or two the 
chicken eeeaied not to be inconsolable 
over the losj of its friend, but took its 
food with the rest. 


After a few djys, however, the fowl 


seemed to become aware that its friend 
was not coming back, and it was seized 
all at once with an unconquerable mel- 
ancholy. It lingered 
morning after 


morning under the n indows of the house 
as if waiting for its master to come out. 


Finally it betook itself to the bench 


where its master had been accustomed 
to feed it, and there it remained, its head 
under its wing, almost motionless, day 
and night, It was useless to try to tempt 
it with food; the chicken refused to look 
up when the most tempting handfuls of 
grain or dough were thrown down be- 
fore it. Its eyelids were closed, and its 
intention to die of hunger was so evident 
that it was deemed merciful to kill it. 


Why the Cat Has Whiskers. 


Every one must havo observed what 


are usually called the whiskers on a 
cat's upper lip. The use of these, in a 
state of nature, is very important. They 
are organs of touch. They are attached 
to a bed of close glands under the &kin, 
and each of these long hairs is connected 
with the nerves of the lip. The slightest 
contact of these whiskers with any sur- 
rounding object is thus felt most dis>- 
tinctly by the animal, although the hairs 
themselves are insensible. They stand 
out on each side of the lion as well as in 
the common cat; so that, from point to 
point, they are equal to the width of the 
animal's body. If we imagine, there- 
fore, a lion stealing through a covert of 
wood in an imperfect light we shall at 
once see the use of these long hairs. 
They indicate to him, through the nicest 
feeling, any obstacle which may present 
itself to the passage of his body; they 
prevent the rustling of boughs and 
leaves, which would give warning to his 
prey if he was to attempt to pass through 
too close a bush; and thus, in conjunction 
with the soft cushions of his feet and the 
fur upon which he treads (the claws never 
coming in contact with the ground), they 
enable him to move toward his victim 
with a stillness even greater than that 
of the snake, which creeps along the 
grass and is not perceived until it is 
coiled round his prey.—Exchange. 


TITO Valuable Books. 


Two of the most magnificent vellum, 


folio manuscripts ever brought across 
the Atlantic are now in the private stock 
of Mr. James W. Bouton, of New York. 
They date from the Fourteenth and Fif- 
teenth centuries, respectively. 
The for- 


mer is an enormous book of the church 
services and was papal property. 
It is 


painted by hand1 in black and red text, 
with superb miniature initials in colors, 
on heavy sheets of vellum. The binding 


of half inch boards, covered with 


leather and »ith huge brass bosses and 
mountings. Its fellow is a Latin Bible. 
It is written in double columns, with the 
letters in red and black, on vellum. The 
minor initials are all ornamental. The 
major onesare miniatured in colors. Side 
texts are exquisitely inserted upon the 
margin. This volume has a new bind- 
ing. Both works are in fair preservation 
and are of the greatest interest to collec- 
tors.—Pittsburg Bulletin.

COURT BOOM ECHOES. 


The Late and Former Trials—Brief 


Notes. 


On Tuesday J. E. Bnrres and F. A. 


Brown made their maiden speeches in 
the Faunce case, and it was the opinion 
of Judge Hughes and various older attor- 
neys that the young lawyers, who had 
worked so long and earnestly in the in- 
terest of their client, had made floe 
speeches to the jury, considering the em- 
barrassments attending first attempts. 
Both were perfectly self-controlled after 
they had "broken the ice," and thev 
spoke with an earnestness that mir- 
rored their interest |and feeling. 
Mr. 


Brown had never faced a jury before. 
He spoke rapidly for nearly two houre. 
Mr. Bnrres' peroration was particularly 
fine. 


Jack Faunce is the second man to ro 


ceive a life sentence in our court. New- 
ton Crafton, who killed Ehenezer Duff 
in a saloon at Taylomlle, hud his trial 
in this county on a change of venue along 
about 1875, and the jury said he should 
hang; but a new trial was secured, and 
on pleading guilty he was given a life 
sentence at Joliet. He was pardoned u 
few years ago, and is now believed to be 
living somewhere iu Kansas. 


At the first trial of William E. W«-st- 


brook for killing William Gross at Blue 
Mound, he was given the death penalty, 
but through the Supreme court lie wnt. 
granted a new trial, when on conviction 
he was sent to Joliet for 12 years.

CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—The hearing in the 


Cronin trial was resumed this morning 
with every one in better humor after a

day's 
rest. 
The 


crowd was larger 
than oa any day of 
the trial so far. 


R. T. Stanton, a 


printer 
at 
Lake 


View, testified 
to 


having printed a lot 
of cards for O'Sulli- 
van the latter part 
jof April. The cards 
jwere delivered 
to 


O'Sulllvan by a boy 
iin witness' employ, 


or. f'llTcronin. 
Witness 
identified 


the card handed to Dr. Cronin by the 
assassins' messenger as being exactly 
like those ho printed. 


On cross-examination thedefense tried 


to show that it was possible lor other 
persons beside O'Sullivan. to have gotten 
hold ot the cards. 


Ex-Captain ViUiors was then recalled 


to resume tho tracing of tho trunk, 
and with the aid of maps showed the 
territory 
between O'Sullivan's house, 


Carlson'cottage, the catch-basin and the 
ditch where tho trunk was found. 


Mr. Forrest cross-examined him with 


the idea of getting an admission that 
tho men in the wagon might have 
driven down to the lake shore on Fifty- 
ninth street had they been BO inclined, 
and thus have obviated tho roundabout 
course they had taken. The captain, 
however, held that tho sand in the road 
was too deep to admit of the trip being 
taken in that way. Tho cross-examina- 
tion on trivial points was continued at 
length with tho aid of tho map, the de- 
tails brought out being technical and 
uninteresting. 


Tho next throe witnesses, Herman 


Theol, Herman Pausli and Carl Knop, 
testified to finding tho bloody trunk on 
the morning of May 5 (Sunday) whila 
out on a hunting trip. Tho trunk was 
brought into tho court-room and identi- 
fied by the throo men. 


Officer Tob Phillips, of Lake Viow,tes- 


teslifl«d to having beon detailed by Cap- 
tain Villicrs on May 5 to go with Offi- 
cers Wing and Malia, to a point on tho 
Evanston road in a patrol wagon and 
bring tho bloody trunk to the Lake 
View police station. 
The officers found 


in tho trunk some cotton batting satu- 
rated with blood and water and some 
human hair. Tho witness identified tho 
trunk in the court-room as tho same one 
that ho had found on tho morning in 
question. Tho witness also assisted in 
taking Cronin's body out of tho catch- 
basin, and arrested O'Sullivan, one o) 
defendants. 


Captain Wing was recalled, and gave 


a description of the trunk's contents 
when lie first saw it. One end of the 
]coy to the trunk was covered with yel- 
]ow paint similar to that daubed on tho 
{floor of the Carlson cottage. The wit- 
ness visited tho Carlson cottage a day 
or two after the body was found, and 
corroborated tho testimony of other wit- 
jiesses as to the condition of the? room, 
•the broken rocking-chair, etc:. The wit- 
jiess took up some of the blood-stained 
flooring In tho Carlson cottage, and re- 
moved it to Iho Lake View police sta- 
tion, from where it was subsequently 
taken to tho Chicnffo-avemio station. 
Captain Schuettler, tho witness testi- 
fied, also removed pieces of tho blood- 
stained flooring. 


Officer Spiengler. of Lake View, tes- 


tified to having found some cotton bat- 
ting in the catch-basin tho day after 
the body uas taken out. 


Officer George Hiutt, of the Chicago- 


avenue station, was detailed to work on 
•the case, and on May 1)3, in company 
•with Officer Lorch, m&do a thorough in- 
vestigation of the Carlson cottage and 
its contents. Ho testified at length as 
io tho condition of the furniture, the 
Vcllow paint on tho floor and footprints 
jn it, and the finding by Officer Lorch of 
tho key to the trunk in which Cronin's 
body was hauled to tho catch-basin. 


The next and last witness of the day 


was Win. L. James, a youth of sixteen 
years, and ho was tho first to connect 
Kunze, tho young German, with tho 
conspiracy. 
The boy is at 
present 


learning the art of court stenography in 
liis father's law office. 
About the time 


tho conspiracy to remove Dr. Cronin 
was being hatched tho sonior James' 
office was located on the sixth floor of 
the Chicago Opera-house building di- 
rectly across tho streft from No. 117 
Soutii Clark street, where tho furniture 
bought at Kavell's was placed. The 
Tjoy testified that one day in the latter 
part of February or tho beginning of 
March ho saw a man at the window of 
the Clark-street fiat. It was lato in the 
day and lie took particular notice of the 
man because ho had ou only undershirt 
nnd drawers, and was sitting up close to 
the window washing his feet. On being 
asked to point out tho man in the court- 
room, tho boy without hesitation said 
Kunze was tho same man. The boy saw 
many others in the rooms looking out of 
the windows of his father's office, but 
Kunze was the only one he could posi- 
tively identify.- A searching cross-ex- 
amination failed to shake the boy's tes- 
timony in the least, and court adjourned 
until to-morrow. 


Another Cronin Murdered. 


NEW YORK. Nov. 7.—Jeremiah Cronin, 


a laborer, was shot dead last night at 
Sixty-third street and Third avenue by 
a stranger with whom he had become 
involved in a quarrel. The unknown 
murderer escaped.

There have been left trt many homes in 


Dooatur copies of the circular on tl\o dis- 
ease of diphtheria. The caption is "Pre- 
ventable, Disease circular." It was pre- 
pared by the Illinois State Board of 
Health, and is sent to all parts of the 
state. Parents should read the precau- 
tions suggested carefully and act accord- 
ingly. The circular says: 


DIPHTHEBIA 


DiplLthena Is a conUfjlous disease—that is, 


one capable of beinpconvejed (i-oin a person suf- 
fering with the disease to ,i liciillliy person. II 
is, tliereloio, ))i.'\entaUk', ;uid the success ol 
e,(torts ;tt previ'Utiun depend1* upon it knowledge 
o'l the modes by wlilch it nia> he eoiive)<-d. 


For practical purposes these an- ;is fullowb: 
1. By immediate contact w!lh the exhalations, 
disohaiees, etc , fioin ;i diphtheritic patient. 


•i. By contact with such emanations through the 
medium of air aud water. 


The obvious deductions are.on one haiid,to de- 
stroy these emanations, or to render tlirin hai m- 
lesj, as promptly as they are produced: anil, ou 
tutf other, to secure the utmost attainable purity 
of 'air and water 
The specille instruction!, 
whjch follow have leference to these two modes 
of prevention, and should he caietully obseived 
by every fannuly in any conimui)it> where diph- 
theria makes its appearance. 
Because diphtheria linds the majority of its 
victims among children, there Is not tlie same 
attentlotiMven to precautions against its spread 
as there is, for example, in case of snmli-pox. 
And yet there ta every reason to believe that— 
aside from the specific measui o of vaceinal pro- 
tection— the spread of diphtuei la may be as ef- 
fectually controlled by a scrupulous observance 
of proper precaution. 


A preventable disease whicfi, not frequently, 
causes a greater mortality than cj'pliolo fever, 
small-pox, scarlet fever and measles' combined. 
winch, during 1880, caused M.33 out ever}' 1000 
deaths in tlie United States, ana which h&s 
causecfnearly that nroportioul (61 out of every 
1UOO,) in the state of Illinois—diphtheria certain- 
ly demands the nest efforts of all Interested In 
its suppression, and this the more Imperatively, 
since its treatment is, as yetconlessealy unsatis- 
factory

FROM WASHINGTON. 


Assistant Postmaster-General Clarkson 


on the Reiult. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—First Assistant 


Postmaster-General Clarkson, in giving ' 


his views last night 
to a representative 
of the United Press 
upon the results of 
Tuesday's election, 
said: "The invari- 
able results of the 
y e a r following a 
Presidential e 1 e c- 
tion have repeated 
themselves 
t h i s 


year. 
There a r e 


many surprises in 
defeats, 
but 
they 


come from local causes in every State, 
except Virginia, and there tho result 
was gained by the usual methods of 
fraud, suppression and false counting. 
A Democratic State election board, 
elected by a Democratic Legislature, 
appoints all tho judges of election; and 
the law clothes these election Judges 
with police-court powers; and they can 
order any voter they please to jail Jor 
the day, and reign absolute in arbitrary 
power. The Republicans of Virginia 
did not have the selection of a single 
judge of election in the whole State. 
With such machinery, the Democratic 
majority might easily been one hundred 
thousand instead of thirty. The negro 
is disfranchised. In Virginia the bjack 
men give up their right to hold the of- 
fices, and now the Democrats demand 
that they shall not exeroise any choice 
even as between the white men who aro 
to hold the offices. 
General Mahono 


and his Republicans 
made a gallant and 
splendid fight; and 
had an honest ma- 
jority of tho voters 
of tho State with 
the tariff and State- 
debt questions; but 
notuing

tratiou conspicuously with this defeat is 
undeserved, as the President simply 
showed the same friendly interest in 
Mahone that he did in the Republican 
candidates in other States. 


Tho causes operating in Ohio and 


Iowa were largely the same—evidently 
and mainly a re-action against radical 
temperance and Sunday legislation. Tho 
Sunday law, and the enforcement of it 
changed Hamilton County and tho Ger- 
mans against the Republican party; and 
Governor Foraker, despite his splendid 
record and his \lmost matchless popu- 
larity in the party and tho Nation, went 
down with it. 


In Iowa, the main cause of tho change 


is duo to prohibition. The State hat 
been very close on State issues ever 
since prohibition was made a law. The 
Republicans elected their Governor foui 
years ago by only 1,500 plurality, and 
two years ,igo by 11.000 plurality. 
The 


countii's bordering on the Mississippi 
river have large cities, all of them wltl 
a foreign-born population, who, holding 
a majority of the votes, are intensely 
ami-prohibition; and they have voted 
overwhelmingly against tho Republic- 
an party because it stood in thai 
State for the law and its 
enforce 


mont. There was also some Republican 
dissatisf.iL'ion and alienation on ac 
count of the present Governor's extreme 
views on the railroad question and hi 
irritating enforcement of the railroac 
laws. But Iowa has been gradually los 
ing its Republican majority for years 
More than thirty thousand Republicans 
have left the Stati going into tho Da 
kotas and Kansas and the Southwestern 
country.
